Ifyou're on the FM repeater during drivetime, find out if, 
the person you're talking to has ever done HF - and if nat, say 
‘what is fun about it. Talk up nets you enjoy, frequencies you 
enjoy hanging aut an, and of course what you do outside ham 
radio too. It's not all about the gear. I've joined roundtables that 
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doubled in size because someone started talking about how 
‘they like railroads or brought up a favorite hiking tall or 
restaurant. This is why ve enjoyed our BARS net every 
‘Wednesday, because we try to make it conversational and not 
just a roll cal.

What is Hamvention? 
from Tom Walsh, KaTW. 


Hamwention, for our newer BARS members, isthe annual Ham 
Radio convention held every May in Xenia, Ohio. tts the 
biggest amateur radio gathering in the warld and spans 3 days. 
‘This year represents the third year at the Greene County 
Fairgrounds in Xenia. For decades, Hamvention was held at the 
Hara Arena, now thankfully retired, in Dayton. You often also 
hear this gathering referred to simply as “Dayton”. 


‘The new venue in Xenia isa very pleasant place with multiple 
inside buildings filled with "stuf? from big and small vendors. 
‘There isa reasonably large outdoor flea market which circles a 
horse racing tack. There are extensive food offerings and very 
clean facilities. Among many excellent food choices to be had 
are the usual offerings of fries, burgers, hot dags but also 
excellent Chinese, Mexican, cheese steaks and numerous other 
hot sandwiches, corn dags, kettle com and ice cream! You 
won't go hungry in Xenia, thats for sure! 


Xenia, a city of more than 25,000, is very supportive of 
Hamwention. The Mayor of Xenia spake at the opening 
ceremony, and Friday was a schoo! holiday in Xenia because of 
Hamwention. Xenia opened the High School parking lots and 
‘ther locations with convenient free parking. Then the town 
school bus fleet brought visitors quickly to and from the fair 
grounds (also free). There is also free parking atthe Fair 
Grounds itself! 
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How to get there 


| guess the two mast popular ways to travel there from New 
England are (3) by car (or carpool) and (2) fying, 


IF you drive, be prepared for atleast 25-38 hours in the car 
depending on construction and travel. Often folks carpool and 
share the driving, It's about 825 miles each way witha choice of 
routes and tolls including 


(-90/NY Thruway to 70), 
|-8o-70 (mostly rural), and 
further south via the Pennsylvania Turnpike and I-70, 


Flying is certainly a great way ifthe weather stays good on your 
travel day. Otherwise, you might end up overnighting 
somewhere else. There is the risk of diverting arhaving your 
flights cancelled due to frequent May thunderstorms anywhere 
‘east of the Rockies. My worst trip saw me stranded in Dallas an 
the way home one time. Stay calm whether yau drive or fly and, 
just make the best oft. Once you get there you will ind its al 
been worth it. 


Where to stay 


Where to stay is often determined by whether yau are attending 
alone, with a group, or want ta attend one of the many extra 
activities not part of Hamvention itself. For example, 
Contesters, DXers, QRPers, AMSAT, TAPR, Top Band (260) 
advocates and others all plan extra activities usually focused on 
aspecifichotel, Naw that Hamvention has moved to the east of 
Dayton, many hotels clase to Xenia have gone up quite in bit in 
price compared to years ago when the venue was back in 
Dayton. If you are thinking of going next year, start travel and 
accommadatian planning early so you can get decent prices. 


New stuffs often seen first at Hamvention 


Often Hamvention is used to intraduce new radio gear to the 
‘amateur radio world and this year was no exception. One of the 
new introductions was the Elecraft K,! ARRL describes the Ky 
‘as praviding “all the same features af the K3 with a new 
‘touchscreen interface”. ARRL plans a new at Hamwention 
product article in the August OST. 


How big is Hamvention? 


Hamventian usvally draws between 25-30 thousand attendees, 
‘compared to the approximately 1500- 2000 attendance at our 
annual September New England Division Convention. This large 
‘crowd is very comfortably accommodated in Xenia and means 
you should experience an awesome ham radia adventure 
because ofthe large flea market, number af vendors, 
presentations, activities, and clubs all present. Hamvention is 
the world's largest amateur radio convention. 


Activities everywhere it seems 


Lots of club and groups hold pre-convention gatherings on 
‘Thursday with Hamvention then occupying Friday through 
Sunday. Friday and Saturday evenings often feature special 
Banquets for Contesters, DXers, ORPers, AMSAT, TAPR, 260 
Top Band, etc. 


‘What to see and do? 


Well, there isjust about everything at Hamvention so I can’t 
possibly cover it here. Be guided by your own interests if you 
attend next time. Look at the Forum lst and Vendor list and 
extra activities. Visit the website at www-hamventian.org 


Love the presentations, especially about operating and 
technical topics. This year I found the activities of ‘HAM-SC’, 
Ham Radio Science Citizen Investigation, and how they are 
utilizing Ham Radio in their scientific studies to be the most 
exciting stufFhave seen in years.

‘Alot of discussions (read arm twisting) has happened in the 
background. Kayla, WalRY, has stepped up to fill a few roles 
around publicity and cinematography. I've got commitments 
for the VHF station co-band captains, Paul, K3VK, otherwise 
known as Mr. 6 Meters and Peter, N2ALO. I'l be HF 3 band 
captain. We stil need an HF 2 Band Captain.

‘Speaking ofthe site, there are many advantages and afew 
challenges as was outlined inthe FD plan, distributed last week. 
Since the first release of the plan | played around with Google 
Earth (which used to be fun and useful, now seems to be less so 
with the "new and improved" latest release). was looking to 
canfirm that all important WSW direction using the tool. Turns 
‘out itis easy to resolve ~ the back ofthe building we will be 
‘operating fromis facing almost exactly WSW. 


‘At this point 've read through the Field Day rules a few times. 
Class 2F looks to be a good fit for the operation this year. One 
tidbit revealed by actually reading the rules is we don’t have to 
run an generator pawer for the entire event. We only need to 

‘demonstrate the capability. Once demonstrated we will mast 
likely switch to mains power to avoid the noise and fumes. 


‘We again will review the status during the regular meeting, We 
are stil leoking for volunteers for committee roles including the 
allimportant ‘people support” manager. Then there are roles 
‘wihich help us gather bonus points ike taking on message 
handling, alternate power demonstration (e.g. solar powered 
fig, Satelite contacts and Educational activity. These aren full 
committee roles but helps us with some ofthe bonus points 
available per the FD rules. 


‘The last big challenge | will discuss here is gathering equipment. 
We havea crack team scoring the area looking for the Cusheraft 
‘A3S Tribander. HF 4, HF 2 and VHF equipment lsts need abit of 
refinement. We will estimate coax needs in the next few weeks 
and Iwill puta call out. 


So, ta wrap up, please encure the taols in your tool kitare 
‘marked, Many af us use unique colar cades implemented with 
colored electrical tape. Also, ensure the same marking s on any 
coax you bring ta the site. Finally, did I mention yau should mark 
your calendar? June 22-23, 2019. See you there!

The Story Behind W1HH 


from Andy Wallace, KAXGTT 


It’s time for the June issue of the BARS Newsletter and I thought 
it would be fitting to sketch a picture of what aur former 
President, Bob Wallace, WaHH was all about. His birthday was 
in June, which is why Lam writing this now. For those af you who 
weren't aware of haw BARS got the WaHH callsign, this will help 
you understand why itis fitting for our organization to possess 

it. Many of our members were friends of Bob thraughout the 
years and Ido hope this kindles warm memories 


Bob was barn in 2920 and therefore he lived through the Great, 
Depression. This colored his attitude towards work and the 
things that work allowed him to purchase. Italso built his skills 
inlearning to scrounge and make-do, and search for bargains at 
all times. He could nat pinpoint the exact point he got interested 
in radia but he did tell me the first family radio was an RCA 
Radiola Ill This set was a 2920s two-tube battery set. If you 
search the Web you can find examples oft as well as ones for 
sale on Ebay almost any week of the year. In those days, radios 
were primitive and not user friendly. They used wet cell 
batteries ~ two were needed, one for the filaments (aV-6V) and 
tone for the high voltage for the plates of the tubes (22/45/90V). 


Inthe 1930s, A/C powered sets came into the fore and radios 
became more complex. Components and tubes could fail and it 
was nota matter the average person could solve. Radio repair 
shops sprung up. As Bob learned about electronics, he became 
skilled at fixing them and eventually landed a job in 1g40 
repairing radios at Sears at s2s/wk plus car expenses! However, 
Sears went through a decline and laid aff some ofthe repair 
staff. Bob then found a job at Ray’s Radio Shack. | believe this, 
was a private name and not affliated with the RS we know 
‘today. This was run by Ray Mulno of Lowell, WaCOX. 


Ray had been licensed quite a while and convinced Bob to get 
his ticket. Bob admitted to me he pirated the call WaJKZ an 
BoCW before he got his ticket and therefore already had his CW 
speed up. WalKZ - Hector French of Wakefield MA - was in the 
31939 Radio Amateur Call Book Magazine. Here isa photo of Bob 
‘operating CW with a bug and note the WaJKZ callsign ~ perhaps, 
Hector was his friend, 


Anyway, he became WaMAV in May of 2940. He also got his, Later in the War he was pramated to Technical Sergeant and

After the War dad married my mother and settied down. He got 
a job at National Radio Company in Malden, MA. National had 
been in business for many years and Bob was quite familiar with 
their (and James Millen's) products. 


[At Bob's first house, his ham station included a National NC-2- 
400 receiver (possibly bought an employee discount?) and a 
Heathkit DX-100 AM/CW transmitter 


Note the station is contained in the dining room hutch! Yes, my 
mather was a saint. Bob had a telephone pole sunk in the 
ground and for a long time operated a cubical quad antenna 
atop it. His career moved to Raytheon, and then Honeywell. 
Hamming was his prime hobby, but he also managed to raise 
three children (two of them became hams, WAaGSF and 
KAaGTT - how could we avoid it?) 


Bob gat his Extra in June of 1965 and that is when WaHH came 
into being, He had a dedicated radio shack in the house (out of 
the dining room!) and enjoyed bullding Heathkit equipment. As 
a woodworker, he also built a console to house the small 
accessories for the station which included a Collins75A-4 receiver, 
2 Heathkit SB-200 transceiver, and a Johnson Invader 2000 SS8/CW 
transmitter. 


He was active in the Chelmsford ham club, and then BARS 
when it came into existence, andthe 1200 Radio Club at 
Honeywell. Bob got his picture in the Lowell Sun and 
Chelmsford independent and enjoyed promating his habby. 


In the early 2980s he began collecting the same 2920s battery 
radios that got him started in the path of radio. The Westford 
Flea Market was one of his haunts and | went with him often. He 
would buy up radios and easily ix them, the circuitry was so 
simple. However sometimes the mechanics were not, My 
‘mather was horrified when he put an Atwater Kent radio with 
potted “call catacombs" in her oven to melt out the hard patting 
baked into the cans. The smell lasted a long time! And there 
were frequent soldering iron burns on the kitchen table. But he 
built the collection bit by bit and eventually had a few show. 
winning pieces. In the late gg0s Bob realized it was time to thin 
his collection and he sold most of his antique radios. He was 
happy to enjoy the money they brought, and he kept his station 
going, 


By then, Heathkit as we knew it was gone, but kits were still, 
alive in the form of Elecraft, a brand | had just discovered. | 
gifted him a Ka. CW ORP kit and he was overjayed ta have 
something well thought out to build again, And the manual was 
even better than Heathkit! Bob had discovered ORP at Dayton 
‘one year and had some fun with the challenge of sW or less, but 
‘mast of the time he still ran his linear. The Elecraft brought him 
alot of pleasure and I felt reconnected to my father during that, 
time as well. By the way, we made ita point to work each ather 
for fun on Straight Key Night so lam happy tohaveaa few of my 
dad's OSLs made out to me, 


\WaHH was heard during almost any DX pileup. Bab had a 
tribander at 60" and inverted vees for Bo and 4o. He was a fast 
CW op wha could smoke a cigarette, send 4oWPM with a 
Vibroplex, and chat with people in the shack all at the same 
time. Bob Wallace passed away in October of 2006 and his ham. 
and Masonic friends all mourned deeply. Some manths later, | 
was able to write to the DXCC committee with the final OSL. 
cards my dad received, and got his final DXCC endarsement 
sticker for three hundred and eighty countries worked.
